They include Bcven pas- 1 
sengers, two of whom.' were Ameri- 
cans. Mrs. Josephine Jtrugulere of 
New York and Ur. Edmund Wood of j 
Juncsvlllo, Wis. 

The official figures given out fifty 
hours after the Arabic Was sunk and 
the length of time that hud elapsed 
since the destruction of 1 the liner con- 
vinced searchers that .none of the 
missing would l;e found alive. 

Find Two Bodies. 

The bodies of u woman and man, 
the former believed to bo that of 
Mrs. Frank Tuttorsull. thu latter that 
of u steward, have been found in two 
of the White Star liner Arabic's life- 
boats not far from the spot where the 
ship was torpedoed, it wus stated in 
a dispatch from Queenstown. 

Mrs. Tattersall, an English woman, 
has been missing since ths Arabic was 
sunk, but her husband and two chil- 
dren were saved. 

The spot where the lifeboats were 
1 picked up was only live miles from the 
I grave of the liner.

Washington. Aug. 23.— There is no 
longer any doubt In Washington that 
the United States is facing a situation 
which probably will result in the sev- 
erance of diplomatic relations with 
Germany. 1 

With every indication that at leaBt ■ 
two and possibly more American lives 1 
were lost through tlio attack on the : 
Arabic yesterday, Washington officials > 
•take a pessimistic view of the situa- 
tion. 

If the unofficial accounts of the sink- I 
lng of the Arabic are correct, there I 
appears to be only one possibility of 
avoiding a diplomatic break with Ger- 
many. That possibility would consist 
In a disavowal by Germany of the act 
of the submarine commander and a 
voluntary offer of reparation. 

Nothing abort of that, according to 
officials here, would meet the demands 
of the United States, in view of the 
emphatic warning given the Berlin 
government in the note of July 21, 
when It was advised that any further 
attacks on unarmod merchant vessels 
which resulted in Injury to American 
lives would bo regarded as deliberately 
unfriendly. 

What Early Reports Have Shown. 
Although the state department de- 
clined to make known whether it has 
received any official reports on the 
sinking of the Arabic, it Is generally 
believed it has rocelved dispatches In- 
dicating: 

1. That the Arabic was attacked 

•* w i t ho ut warnings — ► "» — '*> ' 

2. That at the time of the attack the 
Arabic was not convoyed by any Brit- 
ish warships. 

3. That after tlu> attack no effort 
•%' was made by the submarine to assist 

the passengers and crew who had es- 
caped in lifeboats or were floundering 
about in the water. 

4. That only through the admirable 
discipline of the crow was a great loss 
of life averted. 

With these facts substantiated, the 
situation Immediately will become por- 
tentous. 

Convoy Might Change Affair. 

The suggestion that the Arabic was 
convoyed by British warships and 
therefore was not immune from attack 
by German submarines under terms 01 
President Wilson’s warning of July 21 
has been set aside by the olfictals hare. 

In some of the newspaper accounts 
It was said that the liner had been con- 
voyed from Liverpool down the Mer- 
sey by British torpedo boats which fol- 
lowed Into the Irish sea and St. 
George's channel. The convoy, accord- 
ing to these dispatches, hud turned 
back only a short lime before the Ger- 
man torpedo lmd been launched against 
the Arabic. 

The slate department was intensely 
interested In thcuo reports at first, ho 
cause it was acknowledged that If the 
Arabic wus under the protection of 
British wur vessels It had surrendered 
all right as an innocent merchantman 
and was subject to ultuck. if the Brit- 
ish war vessels had turned hack hut 
were within bight and range of the 
Arabic at the time of the torpedo at- 
tack, there would be strong griumda 
for Germany raising the point that it 
was Justified under the rules of inter- 
national law. 

Tells Attitude of President.

While the capture of Novogeorglvsk 
and Kovno Is the outstanding feature 
of the latest German successes, the 
advance of Field Marshal von Mack- 
ensen's forces upon Brest-Lltovsk has 
actually proved the marvel of the Ger- 
man campaign on the eastern front. 

Storm Brcrt-Lltovsk. 

He has swept forward at the rate 
of five miles a day — a progress which 
the military critics call "unparalleled" 
because of the terrain through which 
his troops have had to work their wa> 
with the Russians offering continual 
resistance.

Copenhagen, Aug. 23. — Germany's 
Baltic fleet is reported in a dispatch 
from Stockholm to have defeated the 
Russian fleet, entered the Gulf of Nlgu 
and bombarded the port of Riga. The 
message gives nq details. 

Petrograd, Aug. 23. — Further details 
of the attack by the German Baltic 
fleet upon Riga were anxiously await- 
ed here. The official announcement 
that tho Russian wurships defending 
the Baltic port had drawn in closer 
caused extreme pessimism. 

It was admitted in official circles 
that if the German fleet succeeded in 
forcing its way into tho Gulf of Riga, 
the chief port of the gulf could not 
hold out. Preparations for such an 
eventuality had been made by remov- 
ing government treasures and valu- 
able relics, blit it had been hoped, 
ncverthelcsB, that the Russian war- 
ships and mine Helds could prevent the 
Germans from entering the gulf. 

The rapidity of tho German advance 
from the Vistula is causing disquiet 
here. Large Russian forces aro still 
In the territory toward which the Ger- 
mans are proceeding. They are re- 
treating ns rapidly as possible, and 
delaying in every way the Uermnn 
advance, but it Is feared that part of 
thorn may be cut )fi. 

When Grand Duke Nlcliolus escaped 
the Vistula trap set by tho Teutonic 
allies it was thought Ills armies would 
be safe on the Niemen-Bug front, but 
the fall of Kovno has put them in a 
difficult position.

The last year In. Kentucky has seen 
u wonderful agitation for good roads 
throughout the State and at the pres- 
ent time a large number of highways 
are being constructed under the State- 
aid plan. There Is no doubt but what 
the number of good roads in kentucky 
will increase each year. The con- 
struction of good roads and the stand- 
ardization of roads has created n de- 
mand for shade trees along the rights 
of way to beautify them. In anticipa- 
tion of this demand the State Forester 
is paving particular attention to the 
raising at the State nurseries at LouIb- 
vlllo and Frankfort trees particularly 
adapted for planting along the public 
highways A good many species have 
been suggested and one idea which 
seems to have a firm root In the pub- 
lic mind and which may undoubtedly 



lead to a great deal of good In the 
community is the planting of nut bear- 
ing and fruit trees along the roads. 
It is felt that In this way the trees 
along the highways could be made to 
produce a product of sufficient value 
to aid in the maintenance of the road. 
This has been successfully done in 
several Instances, particularly In Eu- 
rope. With this end in view the State 
Forester has been experimenting with 
a large number of nut trees of differ- 
ent varieties including pecan, hickory, 
blnck walnut, English walnut and oth- 
ers. Also Ihe growing of apple trees 
and other fruit trees along (lie road Is 
a suggestion which meets with a groat 
deal of favorable comment and the 
nursery at Louisville has undertaken 
the growing of apple stock on a large 
scale.

Again within recent 
years the increase of Insect pests and 
fungus diseases due to the introduc- 
tion of new species nnd varieties from 
foreign countries and the importation 
of European nursery stoci; has (mused 
widespread comment. Insect infesta- 
tions among our tree friends, n con- 
dition which has been emphasised by 
the lack of natural enemies to keep 
them In check and a notable decrease 
In our native birds llmt prey on in- 
sects, have been of frequent occur- 
rence. In cities the paving of streets, 
construction of sidewalks, laying ol 
sewers and gas and water mains, con- 
diilts tor electric light, telephone and 
telegraph wires all has very seriously 
disturbed natural conditions uttd en- 
dangered the life of the shade trees. 

While it is realized that the 'care 
and pi otect ion of shude trees is not 
strictly within the province of for- 
••stry, yet requests tor information in 
this direction have continually come 
to ilio oillee of the Slate Forester.

The experience in growing trees at 
the State nursery haB shown very 
clearly that in a great many cases it 
Is not possible to got tree seeds of the 
native species at the time and in the 
condition deBlred. Kentucky Is pecul- 
iar in that up to very recently there 
(has been no agency or Individual in- 
terested In the gathering of tree seed 
in Its borders. The demand for the 
tree seeds in the State nurseries at 
Louisville and Frankfort bus started 
In a small way a new industry in the 
gathering of true seeds within the 
State. .Lust year a considerable por- 
tion of the seed planted was obtuinod 
from Kentucky. Severul small boys 
had become Interested in this line ol 
work and gathered a considerable 
quantity of seed of certain varieties. 
It is expected this fall Ihat the bulk 
of the seed planted in the Stale nur- 
series will be obtained wKUln the 
State from native varieties. The gath- 
ering of tree seed offers an. attractive 
field for a limited number of Individ- 
•uuis. particularly bright boys, who arc 
willing to tuke the time and troubli 
accessary to distinguish tree species.

shull he imposed. Certain States have 
ulready gone a long ways in this di- 
rection and Pennsylvania has recently 
passed three laws dealing with the 
matter of forest taxation and theclas 
siflcntion of forest land which em 
brace the best features of recent 
thought on this subject. The esseli 
tials of the recent Peuiisylvanla luws 
lire ns follows: 

1. Classification of suituble land set 
uside by the owner for forest purposes 
us auxiliary forest reserves. 

2. Agreement with the State to 
maintain such laud In forest growth 
and penalties for failure to carry out 

agreement. 

3. Assessment of laud classified as 
auxiliary forest reserves at Jl.mi per 
acre uniiual tax. 

4. Payment by owner of It) percent 
of thu value of thu forest products 
when harvested to the county to be 
distributed amoug the proper county 
funds. 

5. Fixed charge on auxiliary forest 
reserve land of two cents per acre for 
schools and two cents per acre for 
roads. 

Under these provisions it Is obvi- 
ous that the growing of timber on suit- 
able areas would be reduced to a pruu- 
Ileal busiuess basis.

One of the moat important fuctora 
in connection with the growing of 
trees for commercial purposes is the 
matter of luxation, und this is a mat- 
ter which so fur us Kentucky Is con- 
cerned, has hud little uttentlou. In 
the first place, there is no classifica- 
tion of luild within the Slate for luxa- 
tion purposes., It is a generally ac- 
cepted theory umoug experts in this 
matter at the preacut time tliut there 
Is only one fair method of luxation 
which muy he applied to lund main- 
tained by the owner in forest growth 
anil that is that there should be u tux 
placed on the land which shall be an 
annual tax, and another tux placed on 
the forest crop when It Is harvested, 
In no other manner does it seem prob- 
able that reforestation of suituble 
at j'iis throughout the State may be ac- 
complished. since in the first place, 
on account of the character of the in- 
vestment the owner of the land must 
bo assured before hand Just what his 
taxes on the land are to be, und in the 
second place the risks attendant upon 
tho raising of a forest crop, because 
of the long period of years before It 
reaches maturity, make It essential 
that the crop of forest products shall 
be taxed at maturity when it is liar

THE Gl/*NT FRAME OF THE AEROSCOPE AS IT APPEARED UNDER CONSTRUCTION 

For tne seeker of amusement there is opportunity a-plenty in the unique mechanical achievement, the Aero- 
scope, on “The Zone,' at the Panama-Pacific International Exposition. The Aeroseope resembles a giant crane of 
a novel antf intricate design, its steel construction recalling that of the Bascule orldge At the extremity of the 
Jong arm ot the crane is a two-story car with a seating capacity for 100 persons and standing room for 20 more. 
At the short end ot tho crane is a giant mass of concrete, which serves as a counter balance for tho long 
arm ot the crane. Beneath tho car are two great water tanks, which take on water or discharge it as passen- 
gers enter or leave tho car. thus always preserving tho balance to a nicety. When, for example, a man weighing 
160 pounds enters the car an amount of water of equal weight is released from the tank, and when the passenger 
departs 160 pounds of water are automatically discharged into the tank below the car. The car ascends without 
perceptible motion, and perfect safety and a jarlcss ride of ten minutes is assured to passengers while enjoying this 
trip or 265 feet into the clouds, or four feet higher than the Ferris wheel. Two motors control the ascent and 
descent in conjunction with the counterbalance of the huge car, and when It reaches its extreme height It begins 
to swing slowly around on tho wneels at Its base, giving a magniheent view ot tne exposition, of San Francisco 
Day and ot the citv ot San Francisco.

Many dwellers In towns and cities : 
feel great interest In forestry and 
w«ild be glad to give active aid to 
the cause. Some are doing bo by the 
Improvement of forest lands which 
they own, but there are greater num- 
bers who are not able to do tills but 
who greatly desire to enjoy the forests 
and to help along any movement tend- 
ing to their Improvement. The preser- 
vation of forests for natural scenery; 
to check the winds and hold back the 
waters; to stop erosion of valuable 
farm lands; to harbor birds and ani- 
mals; to produce materials for build- 
ing and manufacturing are matters J 
which concern city people as well as 
those who dwell on farms. 

The obligation to protect the for- 
ests rests upon all and the opportunity 
to enjoy them should be enjoyed by 
all. Cities should own forest parks 
In which the design should be to get 
away from the conventional and costly 
style ot landscape gardening now so 
common in city parks. 

Such parks, If made as natural as 
jKtsslble, would cost far less to estab- 
lish and maintain than other parks 
and would serve many purposes. They j 
would help to arouse an Interest in 
forestry and to show itB practicability. 
They would afford means ot recrea- 
tion and Btudy, supplementing the 
courses lu school. If the agricultural 1 
experiment stations In the different 
states were enabled to co-operate in I 
the establishment and maintenance of 1 
such forest parks, the arrangement j 
would no doubt be inutuully helpful, 
alnce the work would he started along 
forestry rather than ornamental Hues 
and Its permanency would be reason- j 
ably sure. 

Forest conservation to many people i 
means the saving of mature trees and 
nothing inure. Keul conservation 
takes Into account all that Is or value, 
also that wtiicb has a potential value. 
Correct Ideas, regarJIng values of for- 1 
est products need an entire re-con- 
•tructlon, as upon a proper concep- 
stlon ot what constitutes the must es- 
sential part of u forest rests the funds - 1 
mental doctrine of conservation.
